Where cull trees are interfering}. 
with the growth of better trees, 
take them out. Cull trees include 
trees that because of crooks, twists, 
rot, fire or insect damage, or ex- 
cessive knots, do not have pro- 
mise of value in the reasonably 
near future. 


A new method of killing cull 
trees involves the use of a meter- 
type tree injector, with which a- 
mine 2,4-D is injected into the 
ground level. 


Amine 2,4-D is used full strength. 
It ig cheaper than 24-5T in oiL 
The material should be injected 
at the ground level at two-inch 
intervals all around the tree that 
is to be killed.
